tile Company, of Chicago, a friend ‘f 
the former Monon president. Cullsn 
swore to an affidavit to the effect that 
he heard the negro, referring to Mr. 
Rawn, say: 

“T'll wet that 
I'll get him.”

In a general way this statement 
bears out the stories of the death »f 
Mr. Rawn as told by the dead man’s 
son-in-law, R. G. Coburn. Mrs. Rawn 
gaye she and her husband were awak-. 
ened by a nvuise on the fif®t floor of 
the house; that Mr. Rawn picked up 
hie revoiver and started duwnstairs. 
Then. says Mrs. Rawn, she heard a 
noise of some sort, apparently on the 
stairway anda shot or shots. 


Mrs. Rawn said that on the night 
previous to the shooting she and her 
husband had heard a noise similar to 
the one which she says aroused them 
early Wednesday morning. 

"The noise on the first night was 
something like the shutting of a 
door,’ says Mre. Rawn. “On the sec- 
ond night there was a sbdrt of a creep- 
ing sound, whether it was the sound of 
walking I cannot tell you. 

“I told my husband not to go down. 
He didn't pay any attention to me, but 
kept on walking through the dark. It 
was very dark, you couldn't see, but I 
could hear him walking and so I got 
up and sat on the edge of the bed.

He held that if the state itself were 
operating the road, it could fix the 
freight and passenger rates it would 
charge, which rates would be subject 
to review by the Interstate commerce 
‘commission, which might prescribe 
other and different rates. But until 
that commission does so, the Georgia 
commission holds that it hag the power, 
under the express reservation contain- 
ed in the acf of 1889 under which the 
road was leased. 

This reservation is held to be bind- 
ing on the lessee company, and not to 
violate the interstate commerce clause 
of the federal constitution. Section 9 
of the act of November 12, 1889, leas- 
ing the State road to the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis Railway 
provides: 

“That said lessee company shall be 
eubject to and required to observe 
end obey all just and reasonable rules, 
orders, schedules of freight and pas- 
wenger tariffs, as may be prescribed 
by the laws of this state and the ralil- 
road commission of this state: and 
said lessee company shall charge no 

reater rate per ton per mile on other 
reight on said railroad than the le- 
gal rate allowed and fixed on similar 
freights by the railroad commission 
for said railroad.”"—Ga. Laws 1889, 
pp. 362, 366.” 

These provisions of the lease act 
are embodied in the lease contract 
betweep the state and the lessee com- 
pany, the Western and Atlantic Rail- 
road Company. 

Despite the provision in the federal 

constitution that regulation of inter- 
state cammerce is reserved to con- 
gress, and that no state, as such, has 
the right to regulate interstate 
freight and passenger rates, and ad- 
mitting that rates prescribed under 
the state law by the state commission 
are subject to the superior power of 
congress over interstate congress, the 
state commission holds that it has the 
power to initiate rates as any inter- 
state ratiroad would; but that such 
rates may be modified and amendad 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. , 
Thus the rates which the commis- 
sion fixes on freight and passengers 
moving to or from Chattanooga, Tenn., 
and Georgia points, must be put into 
effect by the lessees of the road, but 
may be changed at any time by the 
ir.terstate commerce commission.

behind them is the unanimous sup- 
port of the voters and taxpayers. 

“We will have the road from Al- 
bany to Acree put in good order for 
the November tour,” said Mr. Tarver. 
“The road from here to the Lee coun- 
ty line ts splendid now, as the scouts 
saw when they came over it. The 
road ieading from town to Newton 
has been improved for severgl miles, 
and is very fine. We have tried vari- 
cus matertals—macadam, something 
like a lime rock, from the river, and 
sand-clay, and we have found that 
the latter is the cheapest by far and, 
when properly mixed, makes the best 
surface for crdinary traffic. That 
kind of a road is so easily Kept in 
order, too. We are using the Kin; 
drag, made here at home, to keep 
these roads up, and the city is using 
them on some of the streets, and you 
see the results.” 

The result is that Albany has the 
smoothest streets of any city the path- 
finders have visited, except Americus, 
where similiar drags are also used on 
the sand-clay streets. Speaking sren- 
erally, the towns pay less attention t 
the proper maintenance of their 
streets than the county commissioners 
give to the country roads. This is no- 
torious not only in Georglia, but in 
tnost states. 

The rivalry between Americus and 
Albany is intense. These two towns 
love each other like one tenor loves 
another who can sing higher than he 
can. The rivalry is manifest in many 
ways, some of them perhaps peculiar 
to Americus and Albany. They are 
rivals in baseball, in good roads, in 
trade, in growth of population and 
even in the skill of their poker play- 
ers. It is said to be an actual fact 
that two Albanians who are recognized 
as highly, not to say dangerously, 
proficient in the gentle art of poker, 
went up to Americus once upon a time 
to clean up Americus. One of them 
had recently been there and had found 
such easy marks and so much coin 
of the realm, per capita, thathe tooka 
suitcase along to bring back his win- 
nings. 

But Americus had only been giving 
an imitation of the easy thing. When 
the Albanians returned home, they 
had lost even their suitcase.

The author was Judge John W. Maddox, of the Floyd superior 
court. __ ? 

The place was Rome. 

The occasion was his sentencing to the penitentiary for life a 
convicted murderer, recommended to mercy by the jury. 

Weakness of law, invertebrate juries, have reached an acute 
stage in Georgia when a patriarch-judge is inspired to protest from 
his place on the bench against the hesitation of juries to inflict the 
death penalty. 

The Constitution has been commenting at some length. and in 
detail regarding the inadequate and antiquated judicial procedure 
ruling in this state. 

Many of the most distinguished judges and jurists in Georgia 
have expressed themselves in accordance. 

But— 

Of what use to reform the judicial procedure of the state if 
juries are to be spineless, thus nullifying the work alike of the 
policing authorities, the prosecuting officials, the bench itself? 

The murder in the specific instance was provoked by the out- 
come of a crap game. 

Every month, murders and maimings in Georgia are inspired 
by provocations equally trivial. 3 

The thing is growing worse, not better. 

Here is Judge Maddox, who has served his state and country

In this era, there are more murders in six months than in six 
years two decades ago. 

It is unnecessary to search far for the causes.

No one can blame the citizens of the ninth and second. and 
third wards, or any of the city territory contiguous, for protesting 
ayainst the proposed location of a crematory in the former ward.

Naturally, the 
taxpayers and citizens generally are resolutely averse to taking on 
what they regard as a handicap to the rapidly unfolding future of 
that portion. of. the city. 

* In view of these facts, why should not the matter of the crema- 
tory site be reopened, and adjusted in a manner that will materialize 
the admirable sanitary program of the city without in the smallest 
degree jeopardizing the prospects of anv ward or district within 
the corporate limits? 

The ingenuity of the authorities should be sufficient to meet 
the situation. It ought to be possible to secure a site far enough 
removed from the city’s boundaries to offend none of the residents 
and, at the same time, insure that cheap and easy access to the 
plant which should be one of the indispensables in the equation. 

The Constitution suggests this solution to the board of health 
and the sanitary department. It is essential that some scientific 
and systematic plan be found for disposing of the city’s garbage. 
But that vital requisite should be arranged without undue damage 
or embarrassment to a single one of the city’s inhabitants, wher- 
ever. located. 

This solution possesses, moreover, the merit of removing the 
issue entirely from the field of contention, to the satisfaction of all 
parties concerned. 
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IMPROVEMENT IN THE STATE’S PRISON SYSTEM. 


Elsewhere The Constitution publishes outlines of bills now 
pending in the general assembly, the purport of which is to ma- 
terially strengthen and facilitate the system under which the state 
penitentiary now operates. | 

The first measure provides a reform long needed at the state 
farm at Milledgeville, in the building of a new stockade so that the 
races may be kept separated. 

Under conditions now prevailing, both races occupy the same 
building. The latter is, in itself, inadequate, aside from the un- 
desirability of housing white and black under one roof. The most 
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'scrupulous care cannot prevent occasional friction where two struc- 


tures are not available. 

The other measure is merely an amendment to the act of 1908, 
and provides for the maintenance of not more than fifty convicts 
to be worked upon the property of various state institutions. 
This arrangement would save money to the state and there ap- 
pears no reason why the legislature should not sanction it. 


WHAT LYNCHING COSTS IN OHIO. 


The “luxury” of mob violence in Ohio, as expressed in a state 
statute, costs the taxpayers of the offending county just $5,000, 
speaking in terms of money only. 

That is the provision made under the Ohio law, with the stipu- 
lation that the amount goes to the estate of the individual done to 
death by a mob. Incidentally, the county in which the affair is per- 
petrated pays the bill. 

These facts are given present pertinence by the recent lynching 
of Carl Ethrington, at Newark, Ohio. 

’ George Bohon, administrator of the dead mian’s estate, has made 
formal application to the authorities of Licking county for the 
$5,000 penalty. 

Inasmuch as the evidence is clear, it is probable the taxpayers 
will pay that sum for the privilege of stepping outside the law to 
deal “justice.” 

In addition, Bohon has stated that he would file suit in the fed- 
eral courts for $40,000 damages against former Sheriff Linke and 
his bondsmen. 

The Ohio law is a step in the right direction, but it is to be 
doubted if it will be effectual in placing a period to the evil at which 
it is aimed. 

: In the first place, the penalty will be visited upon the solid ele- 
Ment represented by the tax-paying citizens, few of whom are ever 
found in a mob and all of whom generally deplore its action. 

An aggregation that metes out anonymous murder is, as a rule, 
composed of irresponsible persons, either youths with a degenerate 
interpretation of what constitutes a “frolic,” or the contingent, 
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which, in every community, has little to gain or lose when unleashed | 
passion takes the place of law and order. | 

In one respect, however, hope offers as concerns the Ohio situ- 
ation. 

Since the swh of $5,000 must eventually come, from the pockets 
of the substantial element, it is likely the latter will hereafter exert 
sterner measures to repress the mob tendency. 

And progress in that direction, however achieved, is commenda- 
ble if it lifts a shadow that has been shown to menace law and 
morals, irrespective of section.

States Raising Game Birds. 

‘(From The New York Times.) 

The attention which Missouri is giv- 
imz to its new plan of restocking the 
state with game birds is an instance of 
the interest that the propagation of 
these birds has aroused in the west. 
The states where game birds were but 
a short time ago most plentiful and 
where the slaughter of them Was most 
remorseless arenow making the great- 
est effort to bring them back to the 
fields and woods. The present appeal 
for their preservation is on a broader 
scale than it has ever been before, for 
it ts made not only to the sportsmen, 
but to the farmers, whose fields have 
suffered from the absence of the in- 
sect killers which they themselves 
have had a lar@me part in destroying. 

Under the new law, Missouri is to 
have an appropriation of $200,000 for 
the carrying out of its plans during 
the mext two years. These plans in- 
clude the establishment of a game 
bird farm, and also the distribution of 
the birds throughout the state. 


| adopting this course the state is fol- 


lowing the system that has already 
been used with considerable success in 
both Indiana and Illinois. The bird 
farms of Illinois especially have be- 
come so well Known as to serve @s 
models for similar’ establishments 
throughout the country. The state game 
farm that was started about a year 
ago in Sherburne, N. Y., was patterned 
after the one in Lllinois, and the su- 
perintehdent, Harry T. Rogers, re- 
ceived his training. at the latter place. 

Although the idea of the state dis- 
tribution of birds did not originate in 
Indiana, the system has been carried 
to such a high degree of succesa there 


‘on account of peculiar local conditiens 


that it is generally spoken of as the 
Indiana idea. The young birds, bred 
at the state farms, were sent to the 
southern part of the state, where the 
game warden had investigated condi- 
tions and where the farmers had given 
their word that they would be protect- 
ed and looked after. A great deal of 
the land on which the birds were Iib- 
erated was rough and wooded and not 
under cultivation. so that they were 
comparatively undisturbed, while the 
farmers and the farmers’ families felt 
an interest in them that secured them 
from the encroachments of hunters.

At the farm in this state 
attention has been given aimost en- 
tirely to ‘the English pheasant, on ac- 
count of its adaptability to the climate 
and its value as a game bird. as well 
as an insect destroyer. The first aj- 
lotment of birds in Missouri, however. 
consisted, besides the English, of many 
other high-class pheasants, such as 
Chinese, ring-neck, gold, silver, 
Amherst end Hungarian. 
these were tried some 
Kansas. but not with the success that 
had been hoped for. The Japanesd 
pheasants have been tried with varyigg> 
degrees of success in Washington and 
Oregon. and it is said that they will 
also be introduced into Colorado. An- 
other bird which the wardens hope 
to establish in the Ozarks is the wild 
turkey from northern Mexico. An ef- 
fort to transplant this big bird hes 
been made in several western states, 
but so far it has not been successful. 
The interest taken all over the west 
in the effort to give the country back 
its bird population is so general end 
so well organized that it indicates 
there will never again be a wanton 
destruction of game birds.

When It Was Finally Shown 
No Quorum Could Be Secured 
Motion to Adjourn Prevailed. 
Afternoon Sessions Apparent- 
ly Not Very Popular. 


Afternoon sessions of the house of 
representatives didn’t prove such a 
powerful success yesterday afternoon. 
The house began holding two sessions 
daily Thursday, and the second day of 
the double effort showed that con- 
siderable steam had been taken out 
aftér the first day’s spurt. 

After the house had been in session 
one hour and thirty-five minutes Fri- 
day afternoon, and when it had be- 
come apparent after repeated efforts 
that to secure a quorum was prac- 
tically a physical impossibility, Mr. 
Tuggle, of Troup, moved that the 
house adjourn. The motion was voted 
down, apparently in the hope that a 
quorum would be secured and that the 
house could proceed with the transac- 
tion of general business. 

When it was later shown that a 
quorum could not be secured, Mr. Full- 
bright, of Burke, repeated the motion 
to adjourn, and the motion prevailed. 

Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, had pre- 
viously moved that the house extend 
the session for the purpose of trans- 
acting routine business in order that 
it might dispense with a session 
Saturday morning, but this motion was 
voted down. 

The house passed the resolution by 
Mr. Reid, of Campbell, appropriating 
$281 for the payment of back salaries 
due the first and second assistant 
state librarians. 3 

The resolution by Mr. Alexander, of 
DeKalb, to place Mrs. Susannah B. 
Smith on the pension roll created con- 
siderable discussion. It was stated 
that Mrs. Smith was the widow of 
Robert Simpkins, who was killed while 
charging a federal battery at Gettys- 
burg, but that she had since married 
Mr. Smith, who was also a confederate 
veteran and who has died. 

Mr. Alexander stated that she was 
prohibited from drawing a pension as 
a widow of either soldier under the 
construction of the pension law’ by the 
pension commissioner. The question 
of placing her name on the. pension 
roll was discussed for the greater part 
of the afternoon session and the meéas- 
ure was finally tabled. 

The house tabled the bill by Mr. 
Jones, of Meriwether, appropriating 
2.500 for the purpose of recarpeting 
and renovating the state library. Mr. 
Hall, of Bibb, suggested that the li- 
brary should have a hardwood floor in- 
stead of a carpet, and in order that 
this question may be discussed the bill 
was tabled by consent of the author.

Over the opposition of Senators Me- 
Curry, Longley, Womble ang despite a 
somewhat feeble (filibuster, inaugu- 
rated late in the day, the senate yes- 
terday practically completed consider- 
ation of the tax reform measure re- 
ported by the commission appointed at 
the last session of the general as- 


sembly. 

Early in the day a resolution was 
offered by Senator Gordy providing 
that the session be extended to 1:30 
in order to complete consideration of 
the special tax reform measure, and 
that when the senate adjourned it stand 
adjourned until Monday morning at 11 
o’clock. This was adopted. 

Attempt to Kill State Board. 


A feature of the session was the 
attempt of Senator Harrell to kill the 
provision for a state board of tax 
equalizers. to be composed of three 
men appointed by the governor and 
providing instead that the board 
should consist of the commissioner of 
agriculture, the comptroller general, 
the secretary of state, and one mem- 
ber each from the prison commission 
and the railroad commission. 

Mr. Harrell explained that his 
amendment was brought about by the 
fact that he did not believe these state 
house officers had enough to do, and 
that they could discharge the addi- 
tional duties without injury to their 
present work. The amendment was 
voted down overwhelmingly. 

A resolution by Senator Mathews 
was adopted providing that on Mon- 
day, at 12 o’clock, the senate take up 
as a special order resolutions on the 
death of Senators J. S. Ward, W. D. 
Murray and S. C. McWilliams. 

When the,senate met Friday morn- 
ing, twenty minutes was given to 
routine business, and the debate on the 
Mathews tax reform bill was then 
taken up. 

The secti6én providing for the crea- 
tion of a state board of equalizers was 
the first section considered. Senator 
Longley opposed iit, saying its crea- 
tion was a move to increase taxa- 
tion. He moved as an amendment to 
strike the section. 

Defends His Bill. 

Senator Mathews, in defending the 
paragraph, explained that uniformity 
of taxation was the only purpose of 
the bill, and that the only practical 
means of securing uniformity between 
the various counties of the state was 
by a state board. Such a board could 
require individual counties to raise or 
lower the basis on which property was 
assessed. If one county permits prop- 
erty to be returned for state taxation 
at 40 per cent of its actual market 
value. and another county returns its 
property at 60 per cent of its true 
market value, the citizens of the latter 
county will pay 50 per cent more taxes 
than those of the former county. To 
correct this condition, he said, a state 
board of equalizers was needed. 

Senator McCurry advocated «. the 
amendment of Senator Longley. He 
said there was no need for the new 
state officers. He thought it was al! 
right to have county boards, but was 
against the state board of equalizers. 

Harrell’s Amendment Killed. 

After the amendment to section 14 
offered by Mr. Harrell, providing that 
instead of a state board of three mem- 
bérs, to be appointed by the governor, 
that the board consist of the commis- 
sioner of agriculture, the comptroller 
general, secretary of state and one 
member each from the prison commis- 
sion and the railroad commission, had 
been killed, the ayes and nays were 
ordered on the Longley amendment 
striking the section. 

Mr. Johnson, in opposing the Long- 
ley amendment, said he viewed the 
bill as an attempt to bring to light 
the note and hidden property of 
wealthy men and make them pay taxes 
just as the farms and mules and dogs 
of the poor man must 'pay taxes. 

Senator Longley, in defending his 
amendment, said there was no need 
for revising the tax system of Geor- 
gia to bring in more money. 

In the course of his statement ex- 
plaining his vote, Mr. Mathews said 
there were serious abuses soucht to b: 
corrected by the bill: that in middle 
Georgia people were paying five or 
six times as much taxes on property 
of the same value as were citizens o: 
certain counties in south Georgia.

Under the present law a man who 
does not pay his tax, but who works 
the road instead, its only allowed 606 
cents ner day for his labor, and the bill 
passed Friday fixes it so that he may 
nxeceive credit for as much as $1 per 
day. The original bill by Mr. Alley 
applied only to White county, and 
raised the commutation tax from 50 
cents to $2. 

On motion of Mr. Hall, of Bibb, the 
house reconsidered its action of Thurs- 
day in defeating the resolution to pay 
the heirs of Sherman J. Sims for prop- 
erty which was used by the Northeast- 
ern railroad as.a right-of-way. This 
gives the resolution another chance in 
the house.

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By the overwhelming vote of 107 to 
80 the house of representatives yes- 
terday morning passed the bill provid- 
ing for the election of the recorder 
and other city officials of Atlanta by 
the people.

The bill was introduced in the house 
by Messrs. McElreath and Brown, of 
Fulton. Mr. Alexander, the third mem- 
ber from Fulton, declined to indorse 
the bill and in an impassioned speech 
urged the house to defeat it.

In explaining his vote in opposition 
o the measure, Mr. Davis, of Dough- 
erty, said he was opposed to the elec- 
tion of judges by the people.

Mr. Alexander declared that the 
whole thing originated in a desire to 
defeat Judge Nash Broyles, the present 
recorder; that its passage meant a 
severe blow to the enforcement of the 
prohibition law and that it would mean 
a weakening of the administration of 
law in this city and a Jetting down in 
the preservation of order and de- 
cency. 

Replying to Mr. Alexander, Mr. Mc-

Stating that he spoke solely to make 
reply to Mr. Alexander's declaration 
regarding the prohibition question, Mr 
Alexander, of DeKalb, declared that it 
does not touch the prohibition question. 

“If my friend from Fulton desires 
s0 much to see the provisions of the 
prohibition law enforced,” he declared, 
“let him stand wiin us for a purer 
registration and not as he stood two 
years ago—against us on the question 
of licensing the saloon.

DAMACED BY FIRE

Gasoline Explosion ad 
Threatened by Flames. 


While Inventor Is Demonstrat- 
ing New Automobile Vacuum | 
Cleaner, a Mysterious Blaze 
Starts---Machine on Streets 
Again in Two Weeks. 


When the new automobile vacuum 


street cleaner was being demonstrated 
at 4:15 o'clock yesterday afternoon by 
its inventor, Fred A. Bishop, a well- 
known mechanical engineer of the city, 
it caught fire from some unknown | 


cause in front of the Peachtree Inn, 
and after the fire had lasted for ewan: | 
ty minutes under a tank containing 60 
gallons of gasoline it was extinguished | 
by the fire department and the ma- 
chine proceeded out Peachtree street , 
under its own power. , The affaif| 
caused intense excitement, as the 
crowds which gathered soon learned 
that the machine contained a large 
quantity of gasoline and momentarily 
expected an explosion. 

The fire started in the two huge 
revolving brooms which are used to 
sweep up the dust. As these are con- 
tained in a sheet metal compartment 
entirely separated from the engines, it 
is hard to account for the cause of the 
fire. Mr. Bishop is of the opinion that?

Just before starting out on this un- 
fortunate trip Mr. Bishop had com- 
pleted a successful demonstration of 
his invention before John Jentzen, 
chief of the senitary department. Like 
a huge carpet sweeper the machine 
hag started from its garage near the, 
Grand and had proceeded down Peach- 
tree and Whitehall streets, across Hun- 
ter and back up Broad, leaving an 8- 
foot expanse of clean streets in the 
wake. 

The machine was built according to 
Mr. Bishop's own ideas and was con- 
structed in the shops cf the Hancock- 
Holmes Machine Works, on Hemphill 
avenue. It works with a vacuum, pick- 
ing up trash and placing it in boxes 
whieh are carried in the rear of the 
machine. 

From 8 to 4 miles can be covered by 
the machine hourly. It is 100-horse 
power, separate engines operating the 
sweepers and moving the car. Mr. 
Bishop states that it will do the work 
at 40 per cent of the present cost, ac- 
complishing as much as thirty men, 
fifty mules, ten wagons, ten sweepers 
and three sprinklers. It can be oper- 
ated by one man and sweeps a space 8 
feet wide. 

A company has been organized in At- 
lanta for the manufacture and sale of, 
automobile vacuum street cleaners. A 
machine similar to the one driven by 
Mr. Bishop will sell for about $8,000.

Lots of people confess to a homely 
appetite for peas—just plain peas, and 
goodness knows they’re cheap enough 


—only 40 cents a peck. A dietitian and 


a mathematician might get together and 
figure On just how many people could 
eat a peck of peas, and in how many 
days. Or problem No. 2, how long will 
a peck of peas last one man if he par- 
takes of them only sparingly? 

But that abstract problem is not of 
so much interest to the majority, as 
that of how much to eat can one buy 
for how little? 

For cents, then, One can buy @ 
bunch of carrots, of onions, of beets, 
of turnips, and for 6 cénts, too, one 
may buy a whole quart of butterbeans, 
snapbeans and English peas. 

Cucumbers and squash are selling 
at 2 and 3 cents apiece. Tomatoes cost 
10 cents a quart, Irish potatoes 40 
cents a peck, new sweet potatoes 75 
cents a peck, eggplant 10 cents, green 
corn 20 cents per dozen ears, cabbages 
6 cents apiece, okra 10 cents a quart. 

Fruits are very cheap now and are 
really the best of foods during the hot 
weather. Peaches cost only 15 cents a 
basket, pineapples 10 to 15 cents 
apiece, apples 40 cents a peck, grapes 
25 cents a basket, cantaloupes 5 and 
10 cents apiece, watermelons from 40 
to 50 cents apiece, lemons 30 cents a 
dozen and figs 20 cents a quart. 

The prices of meats remain about 
the same. Chickens are selling be- 
tween 30 and 40 cents apiece and eggs 
are 25 cents a dozen. 

The most noticeable thing this week 
in the fish market is the scarcity of 
soft shell crabs, but the usual price 
of $1.50 per dozen prevails.

SEPARATE RACES 
AT STATE FARM 


For the purpose of separating the 
races at the state farm near Milledge- 
vilfe, Chairman G. R. Hutchens, of the 
prison commission, has prepared a bill 
asking the legislature for an ‘appro- 
priation of $25,000, which it is believed 
will accomplish the desired purpose. 
The legislature will be called upon to 
act on the appropriation within the 
next few days, probably some time 
next week. 

Because of lack of proper buildings, 
white and negro convicts are now kept 
in the same buildings at the state farm 
and the appropriation which is asked 
by the prison commission will make 
provision for their separation. 
The main section of the act, as pre- 


pared by Chairman Hutchens, fully sets 


forth the purpose of the commission. 
it follows: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the gen- 
eral assembly of the state of Georgia, 
and it is hereby enacted by authority 
of the same, That the sum of $25,000 
be appropriated out of the state treas- 
ury out of any money not otherwise 
appropriated to be turned over to the 
prison commission upon the proper 
warrant by the governor for the pur- 
pose of building a stockade and a gen- 
eral hospital at the state farm, near 
Milledgeville, Ga. The said stockade 
to be used for the purpose of safe- 
keeping of all convicts that may be 
placed at the state farm, except such 
placed at other stockades 
heretofore and now in use. The said

CLOSE OF COTTON 
WAS VERY STEADY 


The Market Was Nervous and 
yo Until Late in the 
ion---Spot Quiet. 


New York, July 22.—The cotton mar- 
ket was nervous and irregular today, 
but after an early decline prices gradu- 
ally rallied and the close was very 
steady, at a decline of from 4 to 7 
points on the old crop, but net un- 
changed to % points higher on later 
positions. 

The opening was barely steady at a 
decline ‘of 2 polnts on July, but 7 to 
12 points lower on the genera! list, as 
@ result of scattering liquidation and 
bear pressure which appeared to be en- 
couragéad by the comparatively weak 
cables, continued talk of a possible 
short time movement in Lancashire 
mills during August, better weather 
reports and a feeling that unfavor- 
able grain crop prospects would op- 
erate against any in general trade this 
autumn. There may also have been 
somé idea that the circulation of July 
notices, estimated at between 39,009 
and 40,000 bales, might cause weak- 
ness, but when it was found that the 
July bulls were taken up the cotton 
and that the improvement in the east- 
ern weather belt was not encouraging 
Much aggressive selling, the market 
firmed up on covering and trade buy- 
ing: After rallying to about the clos- 
ing prices of last night, it weakened 
agdin to near the opening figures, 
under Wall street selling and liqul- 
dation, based on the weakness of the 
stock market, but, influenced by the 
bullish visible supply statement, turned 
firmer again late in the day, on re- 
newed covering and closed within a 
point or so of the top on all. .posi- 
tions except July, which. after selling 
at 16.00, closed at 15.93 bid. Late cables 
from Liverpool claimed that there 
would be no organized short time 
among the English mills. 

Sor far this month 7,853 bales of cot- 
ton haev been received here from Liv- 
erpool for contract delivery and about 
10,600 bales are expected between now 
and th end of the month. Northern 
milis have shipped 5,411 bgles here for 
delivery: considerable cotton is on the 
way here from the south and ft Is 
said that the efforts to get cotton here 
fn time for July delivery are respon- 
sible for the slighty heavier into- 
sight figures for the week. The fig- 
ures of spinners’ takings included 7,009 
bales in transit from LTAverpool, an‘ 
25,000 bales from the south for New 
York. 

Receipts at the ports today, 8,739 
bales, against 8,987 last week an‘4 
2.856 last week. For the week 40,009 
bales, awainst 37,541 last week and 18,- 
{71 last year. Today's reecipts at New 
Orleans 508 bales, against 651 last year 
and at Houston 19 bales, against 270 
last year. .

Cotton futures opened quiet and 
steady at a decline of 5 to 8 points on 
oor cables, the report that between 
5,000 and 35,000 July notices had been 
issued tn New York and strong talk 
from Manchester about mills shutting 
4own for a month. In the early trad- 
ing the market was dull: The aggres- 
siveness of bears was checked by the 
posting of the west gulf forecast, 
which gave no promise of rain in 
Texas, where in some counties the 
drought situation is fast becoming 
acute, if telegrams and letters from 
farmers and cotton merchants are true. 
At the end of the first half hour cf 
trading the market was 4 to 7 pointa 
under yesterday's closing. 

Reports from Liverpool that the 
Manchester spinners’ meeting had ad- 
fjourned without coming to any agree- 
ment over short time was an encour- 
aging feature around the middle of the 
morning, and prices were put 2 to 3 
peints over yesterday's closing on the 
new crops on the strength of it. July 
and August did not follow the new 
crops. The former went to a level 9 
points under yesterday, and the latter 
13 points under. This was encourag- 
ing to shorts in the new crops, and 
they started to sell the distant months 
down. Before they gained much head- 
way, however, !t was officially re- 
sorted that a minus correction ‘of 4- 
59 bales had been made in the Gal- 
veston stock making the actual stock 
at that port only 4,241 bales, one of 
the smallest stocks on record at that 
port.at this time of the year. 

At noon the market was gqulet, with- 
in @ to 5 points of last night’s clos- 


ng. 

In the afternoon session trading 
was confined almost wholly to the new 
crop months, which were at first in- 
clined to sag off under the quletness 
of the market, but were afterwards 
rtimulated by the bullishness of the 
visible supply statement. Spinners’ 
takings were put at 150,00 bales, 
against 147,000 this week last year and 
130,000 thie week two years ago, an 
unexpectedly strong showing. On it 
the new crop months at 2 o'clock were 
4 points over yesterday's final prices. 

The close was steady at a net de- 
cline of 5 to 14 points. 


Dry Goods. 

New York, July 22.—The cotton 
goods market was steady for the day, 
with further slight advances reported 
in print cloth yarn convertibles. Buy- 
ers are moving conservatively and re- 
quests for prompt shipment of every- 
thing due are coming in. Men's wear 
and spring dress goods are being 
opened at lower prices for the season.

BEARS IN STOCKS 


HAD THEIR OWN WAY 


But Little Resistance Shown in 
Form of Buying. Orders. 
Rally Late in Day. 


New York, July 22.—Bear operators 
were not much molested today. The 
decline of prices encountered little ef- 
fective resistance in the form of buy- 
ing orders, except such as the boars 
themselves supplied when they cov- 
ered shorts from time to time. At 
other times the buying consisted simply 
in acceptances at concessions, and 
concessions were made rapidly for the 
most part. Operations were congested 
largely in a few of the _ speculative 
stocks, but price concessions applied to 
the whole list, active and inactive. 
Sales effected in the active stocks and 


the proportions of the declines obvious- ' 


ly represent important progress  to- 
ward the liquidation and the adjust- 
ment to conditions which are sought 
in such a movement. Bear covering 
—" the sharp recovery late in the 
ay. 

Yesterday’s cut in the National Lead 
dividend was the ostensible motive for 
a sentiment of discouragement in the 
speculation which overcame the mar- 
ket. The incident was thought scarce- 
ly adequate to explain the extreme de- 
pression of speculative sentiment and 
other causes were sought. National 
banks showing, in the compilation of 
returns to the controller, and fears of 
a poor quarterly next Tuesday’s meet- 
ing of directors, were cited as possible 
further grounds for the tone of the 
market. 

The National Lead tncident itself was 
much more influential for the in- 
ferences drawn from it than for the 
importance of the action itself. As the 
company is comparatively small, en- 
gaged in an industry subject to indi- 
vidual influences and, moreover, with 
a varying dividend record, owing to 
the custom of disbursement, up to near 
the limit of earning power, the re- 
duction in the amount of the disburse- 
ment might pass ordinarily with lit- 
tle notice. The personality of the capt- 
talists credited with the control of the 
company, however, made the action in- 
fluential as a possible index of financial 
and speculative policy. 

Parallel interests {n copper produc- 
tion, in the effort to settle on an agree- 
ment for curtailment, begot the sus- 
picion that theer might be a stock mar- 
ket contest damaging to onlookers, as 
well as participants. The considera- 
tion of the condition of the national! 
banks of the country was more limited 
to bankers, but may not have lacked 
influence on the stock market for ‘that 
reason. 

The nominal decrease in loans since 
March. reported on June 30. when con- 
sidered in connection with the greater 
loan contraction by the New York 
banks for the same period, is no de- 
crease at all, but an increase of $28.- 
600,000 outside of New York. In the 
Same way the incr@ase in loans of 
$394,276 in the yearly comparison has 
to take account of the New York de- 
crease for the same time included in 
the total, which indicates that outside 
of New York there has been a con- 
siderable expansion of $426,383.600 in a 
year's time. The gain in percentage 
of legal reserve in three months 
amounts to one one-hundredth of one 
per cent, and for the year there has 
been a decrease of 1.15 per cent. The 
percentage of deposits of cash on hand, 
redemption fund, and due from reserve 
agents stands at only 24.44 per cent, a 
decrease in three months of 80 per 
cent, and in a year of 2.52 per cent. 
The last item is affected by the heavy 
decrease of $83,102.900 for three mdénthe 
in the item due from other banks and 
reserve agents, showing how the in- 
terior banks have been drawing down 
their balances from the reserve cen- 
ters. Their future power to draw is 
correspondingly impaired and will 
throw on the reserve centers. the de- 
mand for credit to move the crops.

The amount brought into sight dur- 
ing the past week has been 58,713 
bales, against 40.381 for the 7 days 
ending this date last year, 37,203 year 
before last and 31,138 same time in 
1907; and for the 22 days of July it 
has been 117,113, against 120,031 last 
158,357 year before last and 
88,778 same time in 1907. 

The movement since September 1 
shows receipts at all United States 
ports 7,262,048, against 9,916,362 last 
yeat, 8,328,729 year before last and 
9,755,211 same time in 1907.
